MILITARY TRAINING 
OR CONSCRIPTION 
FOR UNITED STATES 


Washington, Dec. 29.—The 
United States, «like. Great Brit- 
ain, may face the necessity of 
military conscription unléss this 
government gives to her citi- 
zens military training, according 
to Mr. Chamberlain, chairman of 
the senate militia committee. 

Conscription willbe a last re- 
sort, Mr.Chamberlain said. He 
said there was a marked differ- 
ence between conscription and 
compulsory training of citizen 
soldiery as proposed'in his com- 
pulsory training bill, framed 
aiter the Swiss system. 

‘There. never will:be compuls- 
ory military service—conscrip- 
tion—in this country until we 
are licked by a first-class power, 
as we will be some day,’’ ‘said 
Mr.-Chamberlain.
